WASHINGTON. July 21.—R. W. 
Williams, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, has discovered what he 
thinks is the boldest case of defiance 
of the law that has confronted an 
enforcement officer. In the foothills 
of the Virginia mountains a clever 
moonshiner distiller prospered for 
years before the nation went dry. He

Edwin R. Bergdoll is an elder 
half brother of Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll, whose chase by Federa! 
officers, followed by his capture and 
subsequent escape, has_ received 
much publicity in the last three 
years. 

Bergdoll, who surrendered to 
Trial Judge Advocate Maj. William 
Fr. Kelly, was immediately made a 
prisoner in Castle William. 

Besides Judge Romig, Bergdoll 
was accompanied by his half brother, 
Charles Braun. 

When the trio entered the Judge 
Advocate’s' office, Judge Romig 
said: ‘“‘We have Erwin.Bergdoll, de- 
sirous to surrender.” Bergdoll was 
immediately taken to prison. 

Both Braun and Judge Romig 
deciined to say where they had met 
young Bergdoll, but admitted that 
they had come here from Philadel- 
phia with him. 

When Judge Romig was asked if 
he expected to produce Grover Bere- 
doll, he said he was doing his best 
to locate him.

Bergdoll Disappeared in May, 1918, 
After Call to Colors.

PHILADELPHIA, July 21.—The 
surrender of Erwin R. Bergdoll was 
not a surprise to Federal officials 
here. They had been expecting it 
for some months. 

He disappeared in May, 1918, 
after failing » answer a cal) for war 
service. This was a year after Gro- 
ver C. Bergdoll, his younger broth- 
er, and also a deserter from the 
army, fled. 

The effort to capture the notori- 
ous draft evaders has been unre- 
mitting. The search led to Mexico, 
Canada and every section of the 
United States. 

The career of Erwin has been al- 
most as sensational as that of Gro- 
ver. He was the most noted of the 
four Bergdolt brothers as a motor- 
car racer, breaking a record in the 
200-mile Fairmount Park race and 
rivaling De Palma as an expert driv- 
er. 
Like Grover. he was a terror to 
motorists and pedestrians on the 
suburban roads around Philadelphia. 
Communities protested and he paid 
many heavy fines for scorching. Er- 
win is 30 years old His wife died 
last year while he was a fugitive. 

Officials here told of the method 
of Bergdoll’s surrender. With his 
brother, Charles E. Braun, who 
changed his name because of un- 
pleasant notoriety the family name 
had obtained, and James E. Romig. 
a friend of the family. he appeared 
at the Battery. Romig asked the 
Sergeant in charge for passes to 
Governor's Island. 

When the officer learned the mil- 
lionaire, who for months has

| RUSSIA REJECTS PEACE. 

Prospects for better relations with Russia are given | 
'@ serious setback by the Soviet Government's rejec- 
tion of the armistice with Poland as proposed, by 
Great Britain. The note, as summarized by the Lon- 
don Times, objects to the presence of delegates from 
the Baltic states at the conference, haughtily declares 

that Russia's military operations on any front are 

not subject to arbitration, sarcastically condemns 

‘the frontier indicated in the Lloyd George proffer 

as unfair to Poland, which can get a more generous 

treaty by dealing directly with Russia. In short, 
the Lenine Government tells John Bull not to poke 
his nose into Russia's affairs. 

An immediate consequence of the Russian reply is 
the announcement that France is prepared immedi- 
ately to rush military assistance to Poland. Such 
declaration will probably confirm the impression in 
many minds that the Polish invasion of Russia was 
originally inspired by French intrigue and financed 
by French money. There is no proof that such was 
the fact. On the contrary, reliable information from 
the theater of war by impartial correspondents has 
made it clear that Poland had contracted a rather 
virulent case of megalomania, and was operating not 
only without connivance of outsiders but over the 
protest of European diplomacy. But, evidently, 
France does not intend to stand idly by while Po- 
land, whatever her blunder, {s crushed by the Bol- 
_sheviki. Rushing to the side of a nation at grips 
with a more powerful enemy is an adventure about 
which France throws no secrecy. [t is a character- 
istic bit of Gallic gallantry, combined with inclination 
to settle with the Bolsheviks.

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NORMALCY—NORMALITY. 

Senator Harding expresses astonishment that ed- 
itors shy a little at the word “normalcy” which he. 
used in one of his recent speeches. He says they sub- 
stituted “normality” for “normalcy” in printing the 
speech. He says he finds “normalcy,” meaning nor- 
mal or natural, in his dictionary, but he cannot find 
“normality.” 

If the Senator cannot find normality tn his dic- 
tionary he is as conservative in dictionaries as he is 
in politics. The New Standard Dictionary gives both, 
as follows: 


Normalcy. the state of being normal, 
used specifically in mathematics; as, 
of normalcy. 

Normality, 
normal. 


Since normality is the general word expressing 
the state or character of being normal, or natural, 
we should sav that it is the better word, because 
normalcy has a specific meaning and use in mathe- 
matics. Of course, mathematics has served a pur- 
pose in politics. Politicians have been known to 
profit by “addition, subtraction and division.” It is 
a familiar phrase. But a presidential candidate 
enters a broader field.

The original company of that name had but $2,500,- 
000 outstanding in preferred stock. Then, with an 
issue of $7,500,000 in bonds, it bought the properties 
of a rival at their full value, but also issued $7,500,- 
000 in common stock on those properties. After a 
time, small dividends and later very handsome divi- 


dends began to be paid on this common stock, repre- | 


senting nothing but water. This return has gone on 
so long that the: fictitious value of the stock has 


_been forgotten and holders of it think that the State 


can be in no better business than forcing the public 
to pay rates that will continue the dividend. Opera- 
tions since 1899 are thus summarized:
